General Eisenhower has made a last- 
minute appeal to Congress to reconsider 
the drastic cuts in economic assistance 
funds to West Europe. He bases his ap- 
peal on the fact that such cuts will slow 
down defense efforts of nations whose 
battered economic structures are already 
hard-pressed to meet limited rearmament 
goals. 


In Korea the Communists are falling 
back into their familiar delaying tactics, 
bringing further doubt as to whether they 
actually desire a cease-fire or are merely 
attempting to tie down a large percentage 
of United States might there. Although it 
appears suicidal for the Chinese to con- 
tinue the battle alone in Korea, with their 

casualties mounting at a rate of more than 
10 to one, it makes sense if considered as 
part of the worldwide strategy of the men 
‘in the Kremlin. This squeeze play makes 
Eisenhower’s plea doubly important. 
The request for a speed-up in Europe 


and the Korean muddle are directly re- 
lated. The Soviet Union obviously has 


attempted to hold the bulk of our military © 


wer committed elsewhere while she 

eeps her own forces intact to apply diplo- 
matic and economic pressure on her in- 
tended victims. We believe there will be 
an eventual cease-fire in Korea, but that 
the Kremlin will delay it as long as pos- 
sible. 

With the largest standing army of any 
nation, with the largest air force and the 
greatest submarine fleet in existence, with 
an industry geared to all-out production of 
munitions, Soviet Russia’s military forces 
are ready for a continental war today. It 
is obvious that the only thing which has 


sd ee her from striking is the United 
tates superiority in atomic bombs. 

As our strength grows, the United 
States has begun to take the diplomatic 
offensive. The Japanese treaty, the At- 
lantie Pact agreements and the. decision to 
rush German rearmament, the hasty ac- 
quisition of strategic bases—all of these 
are part of this diplomatic offensive which 
can be sustained only through strength. 
If we continue our present program, Rus- 
sia must either retreat or fight. If she in- 
tends to fight, she must do it now or wait 
until some future time when the United 
States again has been lulled to sleep. 

The policy of appeasement, the only 
one possible when a bigger man has a gun 
to your back and you must play for time, 
is out. Should Russia realize that to fight 
now is not worth the gamble, we may be 
certain that the tactics of harassment, 
threats, and growling will continue. Dan- 
ger of all-out war will diminish in direct 
proportion to our strength, but the Reds 
will continue the attempt to wreck our 
economic structure through attrition. 

Short of starting all-out war to end 
the threat, we must maintain our strength 
into the foreseeable future. We must keep 
cool heads, strong wills, and more and 
better guns. We must continue to build 
up our allies until they are able to share 
their part of the burden. Failure to do 
so invites disaster both to ourselves and to 
our friends. 

We must take the offensive on all 
fronts—diplomatic, economic, military. By 
whatever means, this Oriental despotism 
which is all the Russians have ever known, 
must be contained and driven back. That 
is the task from which we dare not shrink. 


Some Questions About the Buford Break 


It takes no great knowledge of penology 
to see that the Buford prison break of 
Monday calls for thorough investigation. 

Here were six long-term prisoners—two 
of them brothers, four of them members 
of the same bandit gang, all but one of 
the six with several other escapes against 
their records—yet the six of them allowed 
to work together so closely they could 
stage a getaway that called for carefully 
planned co-ordination. 

Why were the Mauldin brothers not 
separated on work gangs?. Why were 


they, Earl Taylor and Joe Lee Bishop al- 
lowed to carry on inside prison walls the 
association that got them into trouble on 
the outside? Elsewhere, the practice is to 
break up gangs like that. 


How could six men under the eyes of 
seven prison guards break out of an escape- 
proof, prison as those desperadoes did at 
Buford? 


We are anxious about the answers to 
those questions and we assume the direc- 
tor of the State Board of Corrections is, too.

Those Familiar, 
Yet Strange Faces 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.—The blond man in the 

blue suit was at the table facing me, and every 

ee | time I looked up from my steak I saw him watch- 

ing me. And when he’d look down I’d watch him, for both of us 

knew that somewhere, a long time ago and maybe far away, we’d met 

before in more than a casual meeting. But men are fairly shy, some- 

times, and it was only when he had finished his drink, which must 

have rubbed some of the edge off his shyness, that he got up and 
came over to my table. 

“Where was it?” he said, asking the question we both wanted 
answered. “I’ve been trying to think myself,” I said. “It could 
have been most anywhere. Sit down and we'll think about it.” He 
put out his hand. “Bailey,” he said. He sat down, looking at me. I 
told him my name. 

We both got it, about the same time. It wasn’t so long ago, but 
it was far away. In the harbor at Yokosuka, in Japan, two giant 
Japanese submarines lay side by side. They were big subs which 
carried airplanes. But in the hangar of one there were no planes. 
There were thousands of little boxes with writing on them. And in 
each of these little boxes was a handful of ashes, and some clip- 
pings of coarse black hair, and a little paper containing the clippings 
of fingernails. 

After the surrender, the ship that I was traveling on from Guam 
to the landing in Japan had picked up this sub at sea. We had put 
a boarding party aboard—a prize crew—and had brought her in, 
with our submariners standing watch by the controls as the Jap 


crew brought her in, 

And in the little boxes were the 
Ashes of the D ca ashes of thousands of Japanese 
who had died on Truk, starved there, or who were killed by bombs 
as we neutralized that by-passed bastion of Jap sea-power, the 
Pearl Harbor of Nippon. But we didn’t know what was in the 
boxes, and didn’t much care, and when we docked at Yokosuka we 
had ordered the Japanese to throw them overboard. But they, who 
had been so docile up to now, had refused, and there had been a 
tense moment there for awhile, for nobody understood what they 


. were driving at, at first. And finally when we understood, we told 


them O. K., we would not dishonor their dead, and that they could 
do what they pleased with the boxes. 

So one of them scurried ashore and pretty soon a couple of 
wheezing charcoal-burning trucks came down to the’ docks, and the 
Japs unloaded the little boxes on these trucks, and hauled them 
away. 

And that’s where I had seen Lt. Buck Bailey, U. 8. Navy, last. 
For he was detailed to go along just to see that the Japs weren’t 
pulling any sort of trick. And I went along out of a reporter’s curi- 
osity. It was a funny procession, for the Japs who went along with 
the bodies were dressed in black suits, with white gloves, and the 
load was too heavy for the trucks, so every once in a while, at a 
steep place, they would have to push the trucks, and Buck and I 


helped push. 

> Finally, miles away at the top of a 
D eath of Empir € steep hill, we came to an ancient 
temple, and a shaven-headed priest came out, muttering prayers, 
and they took the little boxes and laid them before the altar, And 
then for about an hour, great brass gongs banged, and incense 
floated up from bronze pots, filling the temple with a pungent 
smoke, and there was the murmuring of many prayers. And Buck 
and I stood there with our shoes off in the ancient temple, watch- 
ing it all, and feeling a little strange and uncomfortable. 


And when it was over, we rode the trucks back to Yokosuka, 
and I went to barracks and wrote a story entitled “Kazuku Sugayi 
Comes Home in a Box,” the point of which was, as I remember it, 
that I had just witnessed a fitting end to Japan’s great dream of 
Asian empire. But nobody ever printed it, so far. as I know, for the 
war was over then, and the magazines back home didn’t want any 
more stuff that even touched on war. 

And that was the last time I saw Buck Bailey, the only Ameri- 
can who witnessed that weird little drama besides myself, until 
I looked up and saw him staring at me across a table in a restau- 
rant here in Memphis, where he’s a lawyer now. And there’s no 
more point to this than that—that the war brought many of us 
together in strange far places, in unusual circumstances, and wher- 
ever ex-service men go now, they are always seeing on the streets 
and in the elevators, in restaurants and bars and hotel lobbies, the 
faces of men strangely familiar, whom they might have known be 
fore, in a time that with the passing of years has become as misty 
in the memory as a half-remembered dream.

But if its achievements are measured 
in terms of the great masses of workers and con- 
sumers, the result show it fared badly. 


What has happened in this Congress, in 
view of the national emergency, calls for 
some explanation. Basically, it would appear 
selfish interests that are well financed and 
well organized, particularly back in the home | 

_ constituencies, have exploited a confusion in 
Congress as to its aims and direction. 


This Congress, if we read the times aright, 
had a task comparable to a “war” Congress— 
that is, the emphasis was in building up such @ 
defense that the enemy would not attack but,.- if 
there were further aggressive moves, the defense 
would be adequate to meet them. Yet Congress 
never has quite seemed to make up its mind as 
to the nature and scope of the emergency, hem- 
ming and hawing, backing and filling, and, as 
we recall, arguing its indecisions with itself for 
months—before it really got down to work—in 
the two so-called “great debates.” The first 
was on our miltiary commitments to Western 
Europe which, many thought, long ago had been 
settled; the second, over the dismissal of General 
MacArthur and exploration of Far Eastern policy 
that roved far back into the past and its errors.

Addition of more facilities prob- 
ably accounts for the sustained 
enrollment, a spokesman ex- 
plained. 


SHORTER’S DECLINE SLIGHT 


Dr. Charles W. Burts, president 
of Shorter College, said Shorter 
anticipated a “slight decline” from 
last ears enrollment of 200 
regular students and 100 “special” 
students. 

Dr. Burts said the college’s en- 
rollment “was certainly not ex- 
pected to drop below 10 per cent” 
and added, “we are not facing any 
crisis.”

But When Saturday Came.... 


“When that boy came to Tennessee I thought I’d never seen 
such a physical speciman in my life. He was six feet four and 
weighed 220 pounds. He wasn’t big in the ordinary sense. He was 
willowy and agile, magnificently built, too perfect, probably. There 
wasn’t an ounce of fat on him and every muscle stood out like a 
model of what the perfect body should be. 


“He could run like a comet, and we played him at wing- 
back, when he played. He could kick during practice like 
no other football player I ever saw. He got off those long, 
high spirals that level off and come down like a bomb. They 
were difficult to catch and I envisioned recovering fumbles 
all about the place from safetymen who couldn’t handle the 
thing. I saw him kick time after time 70 yards as consistently 
as the average boy kicks 50. 


“One day after practice, I heard him challenge one of our field 
goal kickers. ‘I can kick off farther left-footed than you can right,’ 
he said, and he bet a dollar on it. They placed the ball on the 40- 
yard line and he kicked it over the end zone with his left foot. He 
won the dollar. 

“But you can’t change a leopard’s spots. Thomas Dixon said 
that in ‘The Clansman,’ I think. We eouldn’t change this boy's 
spots. He was a great practice athlete. Dick Huffman (the All- 
American pro tackle recently jumped to Canada) was here then, 
and this boy blocked him any time he wanted to. I believe he had 
Huffman half afraid of him. But when Saturday came, something 
happened to him. He just didn’t have it here.”

The Price Was Almosta Score 


“It almost cost us before we found it out, though. I put him 
in to kick against Alabama. We were backed into our end zone, 
and I could picture one of his booming punts getting us out of 
trouble. 


Before he 
could get the kick away, the Alabama team was on top of him. 
He started running to his right and as they converged on him 
he gave the ball an underhanded flip, just to get rid of it.

“Nolen was a sportsman and a 
gentleman,” Butts said. “Not since 
Hughie Jennings was at Georgia 
in 1895 has Georgia had such a 
fine baseball coach.” 

Funeral services will be held 
Wednesday afternoon in Athens. 

Richardson had cancer. His fam- 
ily asks that no flowers be sent 
but contributions be sent to the 
Nolen Richardson Cancer Fund, in 
care of W. O. Cheney, 1068 Lanier 
Bivd., N. E. Cheney was principal 
of Tech High when Richardson 
was a star athlete here. 

“Nolie.” as thousands of 
friends knew him, retired from 
baseball in 1940 to devote full 
time to his clothing business in 
Athens. He sold it a few months 
aco. Last season, he took over 
as coach of the University’s 
baseball squad. 

“The whole. squad is _ heart- 
broken.” said Jim Umbricht, cap- 
tain of the Bulldog team. “He was 
a wonderful man. He taught us so 
much on and off the’ field.” 

Tributes to’ Richardson’s skill as 
a plaver and to his remarkable 
sportsmanship and gentlemanly 
conduct poured in from such base- 
ball notables as Steve O'Neill, 
Boston Red Sox manager: Joe

Experiment Stations 


Serve All of Georgia 


By ALBERT RILEY 
Georgia long has been famed for its wide range of scenic 
beauty from the mountains to the sea, but in recent years 
attention has been turned to the state’s even wider variety 


of agriculture. 

Completion of a network of i! 
agricultural experiment stations 
throughout the state this year will 
give Georgia farmers research fa- 
cilities for each type of soil, cli- 
mate agd agricultural production. 


And as Dr. O. C. Aderhold, 
president of the University of 
Georgia, pointed out recently in a 
speech at Calhoun, the system of 
experiment stations wi: put one 


of those facilities within 75 miles 
and one and a half hours’ drive 
of every farmer in the state. 
There will be no need for more 
such stations, Dr. Aderhold saic, 


as he warned against trying to) 


establish too many of them. The 
emphasis from here on out should 


be in better staffs and better fa-| 


cilities, he said as he dedicated 
the new substation at Calhoun. 
Two new: substations will 


nesboro, rounding out the system. 


Here is how those facilities will} 


stack up for the farmers of Geor- 
gia and the emphasis placed ai 
each station on the research need- 
ed by each aréa. 

The three long established main 
stations are at Athens, Griffin and 
Tifton. The station at Athens 15 
closely associated with the Uni- 
versity of Georgia’s College of 
Agriculture, and, like all other 
stations. is under direct charge of 
the Extension Service. The Athens 
station is a teaching facility and 
emphasis is placed on dairy, swine 
and poultry research, and general 
farm crops. 

At Griffin emphasis is on de- 
velopment of cotton, and of grains, 
particularly oats, wheat and corn, 
and on horticulture. 

The coastal plains station at 
Tifton has concentrated on pea- 
nuts, tobacco, truck crops and 
grasses, particularly coastal Ber- 
muda. 

The major substations wil! 
be at Blairsville, Calhoun, 
Americus and Waynesboro. 

Work at the existing Mountain 
substation up at Blairsville has 
been channeled toward the de- 
velopment of hybrid corn and the 
improvement of grasslands on the‘ 
steep slopes where rainfall is 
heavy. 

Similar work will be done at 
Calhoun for the limestone vallevs 
and uplands of Georgia, and cot- 
ton and corn will come in for study 
here, too. 

The new substation In the “red 
belt” limestone area of Americus 
will concentrate on cotton, peanuts 
and corn, 

Burke County’s substation wil] 
work on the relation of agriculture 
to timber in this heavily forested 
section.

Housing Problem Already Acute at Marietta

Marietta, whose face has 
been lifted almost completely | 


‘in the past 10 years by indus- 
'trialization, is a city with a 


new problem. 


Expansion of the Lockheed 
Bomber Plant, which during the 
war as Bell Bomber Plant 
stretched Marietta from a town 
of 8,675 persons to a bustling in- 
dustrial city of 20,688, is expected 
to give the city an even more 
severe case of growing pains in 
the next three years. 

Both Marietta and Cobb County’ 
have, since the sprawling aircraft’ 
plant began operations in 1941, 
grown out of housing, school fa- 


cilities and utility service the way 


a small boy suddenly sprouts out! 


Cantinued 
efforts have been made to keep 
stride with the growing popula- 
tion. 

But the recent reactivation ,of 
the Lockheed plant, one of only 
three: plants in the nation sched- 
uled to build high-priority B-47 
bombers, is expected to attract 
nearly 30,000 workers into the 
general area within the next three 
years. In order to combat the 
problem of additional fast growth, 
both Lockheed officials and city 
and county forces have embarked 
on a long-range project to de- 
termine what the needs of the

In housing 
alone, Marietta faces the grim 
prospect of needing 1,234 new 
houses by the end of this year, 
nearly 5,000 by the end of 1953. 

To meet the needs, some .2,000 
housing units have been planned, 
Of thesé, 900 have been certified 
by the FHA and are in the process 
of construction. Completion .of 
the buildings, however, has been 
seriously delayed by difficulty in 
financing the projects and obtain- 
ing critical material necessary 
for construction.

J ane Derby Wins Fashion Award

NEW YORK—(INS)—Social- 
ite-dress designer Jane Derby 
has won America’s highest style 
honor—the American fashion 
critics’ award for 1951. 

The pretty blonde fashion cre- 
ator was presented with her 
“Winnie” (fashion’s counterpart 
to the Hollywood “Oscar”’) at a 
glittering ceremony in the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hotel, attended by 
the top stylists and socialites in 
New York. 

The city’s official “host,” 
Grover Whalen, made the pres- 
entation, and also gave out spe- 
cial plaques for creative 
achievement to designers Nor- 
man Norell, Pauline Trigere, 
Vera Maxwell, Anne Fogarty 
and Sylvia Pedlar. 

The ninth annual fashion crit- 


ics’ awards, decided by a jury of 


-76 leading newspaper and mag- 


azine fashion editors, caused ex- 
cited comment among the audi- 


ence which crammed into the 
flower-festooned Waldorf ball- 
room, This year’s selections 
were notable because there was 
only one male designer among 
the half-dozen winners. 

In Paris, four out of every 
five fashion couturiers are men. 

Norell and Madame Trigere 
were chosen for “return 
awards.” They had won the 
coveted “Winnie” in 1943 and 
1949, respectively. Miss Max- 
well and Miss Fogarty received 
runner-up, or “special awards,” 
and Miss Pedlar was given a 
“citation of honor” because she 
is a designer of lingerie, a chic 


commodity that doesn’t fall pre- 
cisely within the requirements 
for Winnies’ winners. 

The queen of fashion, Jane 
Derby, is a native of Virginia 
who started her career as an 
apprentice to three leading Par- 
is couturiers. When she had 
learned the techniques of dress- 
making, she returned to the 
U. S. and worked in a whole- 
sale New York house to become 
familiar with the fundamentals 
of American “big business.” 

Her first collection was 'pre- 
sented here in 1938. 

Miss Derby was honored for 
“outstanding creative achieve- 
ment in two distinct fields— 
high fashion dress design, and 
the designing of popular-priced 
suits.”

Seldom do we venture into the realm of foreign cookery for it 
is something to be learned first hand from those who have authori- 
tatively mastered it. Over the weekend we had a chance to talk with 
a home economist who took a leave of absence from her American 
job to live and study cooking in France. She has in her own words 
mastered the good and simple part of French cooking, not the 
glamor foods we are apt to misconstrue as typical of the way 


most Frenchmen eat. 


MUCH CAN BE LEARNED from them, for while their food is 
famous the world over so are their creativeness and frugality. When 
they have a little meat (and who has a lot these days?) they make 
the most of it in some unusual dish.

(Stuffed cucumbers, French Style) 


3 cucumbers

After 24 
hours, apply hot compresses 
regularly to absorb the black- 
and-blue marks more quickly. 
If vision is impaired—or if pain 
persists—consult a physician. 

“There’s an even better way to 
handle the problem of Johnny’s 
black eyes,” adds Dr.’ Foote, 
“and that’s to prevent them 
from happening by supervising 
his play, as much as possible. 
You don’t have to lock Johnny 
in the cellar, but you can stop 
him and his pals from playing 
dangerous games. Of the 85,000 
eye accidents which happen 
each year among our school 
children, most occur while the 
youngsters are playing unsuper- 
vised games in which bows-and- 
arrows, slingshots, air rifles, BB 
guns, sharp sticks and other 
weapons are used. Each year, 
about 1,000 children lose the 
sight of one or both eyes because 
of such toys. Most of these 
tragedies could be prevented by 
simply substituting safe toys and 
games for the BB guns and free- 
for-alls.”

Purge Asked} 
In Brooklyn | 


Jury Sees Crime 
Link Since 1940 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25—(/)—A 
boiling mad Brooklyn grand jury 
charged Tuesday that New York’s 
top policemen have been in league 
with gamblers for 10 years. 

It put the finger on nearly every) 
inspector of the past 
labelling them “a hierarchy of 
corrupt officials.” 

Even those who never took a 
penny, the grand jury said, were 
in on the scheme to rake in 
bribes. 

The grand jury demanded a 
wholesale housecleaning of brass 
in the 19,000-man police depart- 
ment. It said those who can’t be 
fired should be demoted. 


CONSTANT CHECK URGED 


It also urged that district at- 
torneys make a constant check 
of the cops in their boroughs. 

The grand jury’s bitter arraign- 
ment of the department came in 
the form of a presentment. 

Police Commissioner George 
Monaghan — a recent appointee 
who was not blamed by the grand 
jury—had nothing to say about 
the presentment. He told news- 
men: 

“After I receive it and have had 
a chance to read it, if I have 
anything to say or if I have any 
action to take, I will let you know,” 

The rackets - probing grand 
jury’s presentment came a week 
after balky bookie Harry Gross 
wrecked its big bribe case against 
18 New York policemen. Gross 
refused to testify against them. 

The cops allegedly took $1,000,- 
000 a year in bribes to protect 
Gross’ $20,000,000 a year gamb- 
ling ring. 

Said the grand jury present- 
ment: 

CONSPIRACY 

“We charge that with few no- 
table exceptions members of the 
police department who have held 
at any time during the 10-year 
period preceding October, 1950, 
the rank of inspector or deputy 
inspector in charge of so-called 
plainclathes divisions were and 
are ., . aware of the venomous 
conspiracy. 

“We charge categorically that 
they are or were members of 
the conspiracy even those who did 
not take graft in that they per- 
mitted it to exist and they have 
in distressingly numerous in- 
stances derived an ill-gotten profit 
from it.” 

The period covered the ten- 
ures of Mayor Fiorella La Guar- 
dia and Mayor William O’Dwyer. 
Police commissioners during that 
time were Lewis J. Valentine, Ar- 
thur W. Wallander and William 
P. O’Brien. 

The grand jury suggested that 
the five district attorneys of New 
York City maintain squads of 
well-trained investigators to keep 
a constant check on the pene.

Georgians shrimping in Florida 
waters recently have had to pay a 


$25 for each man on the boat, plus 
$1.05 for the first 20 square feet 
of the boat and 20 cents for each 
additional foot. 

Florida shrimpers have had to 
pay the same fee based on the 
boat’s size, plus a $25 out-of-state 
fee when operating in Georgia 
waters.

USES NEW TECHNIQUE

sistant professor of pedodontics at 
Emory University, and Dr. George
